HE  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Report,  which  is  now  submitted 
shows  that  another  very  useful  year’s  work  has  been 
carried  out.

These  figures  indicate  the  large  amount  of  work  which  has  been 
done  and  the  successful  results  which  have  been  achieved. 


The  Matron  and  her  staff,  as  well  as  the  Doctors,  are  to  be 
congratulated  very  heartily  on  all  that  they  have  done,  and  the 
Committee  thank  them  sincerely  for  their  zealous  and  efficient  work. 

It  is  worthy  of  mention  that  all  the  members  of  the  nursing 
staff,  except  probationers,  have  been  at  the  Hospital  for  a  number  of 
years.  '  Lj 

In  October,  1934,  the  X-Ray  apparatus  was  finally  installed,  and 
already  it  has  proved  its  worth.  It  is  housed  in  a  new  wing  which 
has  been  built  at  the  rear,  leading  out  of  the  main  corridor,  and 
consists  of  a  fixed  unit  set,  complete  with  screening  stand  and  couch, 
and  working  at  90,000  volts,  and  the  photographs  which  have  been 
taken  show  that  it  is  fully  capable  of  doing  all  that  was  hoped. 
Matron  received  some  tuition  in  X-Ray  work  and  she  now  carries  out 
the  photography  in  a  very  efficient  manner.  The  total  cost  has  been 
upwards  of  £700,  but  the  Committee  feel  that  this  expenditure  is  fully 
justified  as  the  efficiency  of  the  Hospital  is  thereby  immensely 
increased. 
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In  the  two  or  three  months  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  no  fewer 
than  57  patients  were  photographed. 

With  the  increase  in  the  volume  of  work  done,  the  expenditure 
for  the  year  is  naturally  higher — £1900  as  against  £1764,  whilst  the 
general  income  for  the  year  was  £1680  as  against  £1552.  In  addition 
a  sum  of  £230  (less  £30  paid  to  the  Manchester,  Chester  and  North 
Stafford  Infirmaries)  was  received  from  the  Fete  Committee  and  paid 
to  Income  Reserve,  so  that,  taking  this  into  account,  the  Hospital  has 
almost  paid  its  way  for  the  year.  This  must  be  regarded  as  highly 
satisfactory. 

Mr.  Proudlove  again  placed  his  field  at  the  disposal  of  the  Fete 
Committee,  and  a  very  successful  Fete  was  held  there  in  August,  a 
sum  of  £230  being  handed  over  to  the  Committee.  Thanks  are  due 
to  all  who  took  part  in  this  effort,  and  special  mention  should  be 
made  of  the  Egg  Collection  which  raised  £24,  the  Envelope  Collection 
£50  14s.  0d.,  and  a  Flag  Day  organised  by  Mrs.  Grocott  £35. 

The  Hospital  Tennis  Tournament,  which  Mr.  Tollemache  again 
very  kindly  allowed  the  Committee  to  hold  at  Dorfold,  was  very 
successful,  and  a  sum  of  £47  was  handed  over.  This  Tournament 
has  come  to  be  regarded  in  the  district,  as  one  of  the  most  enjoyable 
sporting  events  of  the  year. 

The  Committee  once  more  offer  their  grateful  thanks  to  the 
Annual  Subscribers  and  Donors,  amongst  whom  should  be  mentioned 
the  Nantwich  and  Acton  Grammar  School  and  the  Nantwich  Play 
Reading  Circle.  They  also  thank  all  who  have  assisted  in  other 
ways,  whether  by  collecting  money  or  in  any  other  manner,  and 
especially  they  would  like  to  mention  once  more  the  Linen  Guild. 
They  wish  Mrs.  Bullen,  who  has  always  taken  deep  interest  in  this 
Guild,  a  complete  recovery  from  her  serious  illness. 

In  conclusion  the  Committee  wish  to  appeal  for  volunteers  as 
collectors  of  annual  subscriptions  both  in  the  town  and  in  a  number 
of  country  districts.
